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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



the prior art of record does not show or fairly suggest a reaming assembly comprising: an 
elongated cylindrically-shaped hollow sleeve having a proximal and a distal end, the distal end 
having a plurality of cutting blades; a housing adjacent to the proximal end of the sleeve, the 
housing having a top portion, a bottom portion and a through bore, the top portion including a 
first connecting mechanism configured to releasably engage an inner reamer; and an inner reamer 
having an elongated body and proximal and distal ends, the distal end having a rotatable reaming 
head and the proximal end having a first mechanism configured to connect to a drill, a portion of 
the body including a second mechanism configured to engage with the housing, the reamer being 
sized and shaped for insertion through the bore of the housing and the sleeve.
